Upon recommendation of the State Board of Law Examiners 
and the State Bar Advisory Council, 

IT IS HEREBY ORDERED that Rule III B; Rule V A. 1.; 
Rule VI; Rule VIII B.5.; and Rule IX C.5. of the Rules for 
Admission to the Bar are amended to read as follows: 

Rule III B. Two examinations will be held 
each year: one in the third week of February 
and one in the third week of July, the exact 
days and place to be determined by the Board 
of Law Examiners. 

Rule V A. 1. A fee of $125.00 in the 
form of a certified check, bank draft or 
money order payable to the State Board of 
Law Examiners. 

Rule VI Any applicant who is unsuc- 
cessful on a bar examination shall be furn- 
ished the scores assigned to each of the 
various portions of the examination and 
may obtain copies of his or her answers to 
the essay questions by ordering them from 
the office of the Board of Law Examiners

Rule VIII B. 5. A fee of $325.00 in the 
form of a certified check, bank draft or money 
order payable to the order of the State Board 
of Law Examiners, no part of which shall be 
refunded should the application be denied. 

Rule IX C. 5. A fee of $325.00 in the 
form of a certified check, bank draft or 
money order payable to the order of the State 
Board of Law Examiners, no part of which shall 
be refunded should the application be denied.
